Without a doubt the argu- 
ment will be brought to bear that 
white lead making is a British indus-

Late complications have added ma-

products capable of war service to 
their reshipment into 
It is generally believed here 
that this suspension was the result of 
an English coup, but whatever its 
origin or inspiration may have been, it 
strikes forcibly at one of the main- 
stays of our cottonseed oil outlet. The 
official record of this country’s exports 
of oil for the nine months ending 
March shipment to the Nether- 
lands of 41,302,389 pounds, which is sec- 
ond only to our shipments to the United 
Kingdom, which for the same period 
amounted to 70,589,100 pounds. The 
same relationship is noted for the cor- 
responding period of 1914, but at sharp- 
ly reduced totals, 22,626,238 pounds for 
the Netherlands, and 26,542,719 pounds 
for the United Kingdom.

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SPELTER’S SENSATIONAL PRICE 
ADVANCE. 


The unbroken sensational ad- 
vances in the spelter market have had 
important bearing upon the prod- 
ucts within our field, but in at least 
the leading commodity the sharp pre- 
mium spelter values has been re- 
flected more upon the selling policy of 
manufacturers than upon actual prices. 
We refer to zinc oxide entering ex- 
tensively into the production of white 
paints. While prevailing conditions 
are declared to prevent open market 
conditions and terms for the principal 
varieties of zinc oxide, regular con- 
suming buyers have been able to meet 
their usual requirements at practically

movement has been the real justifica- 
tion for the present position of spelter, 
which plays an important part in wat 
munitions, and the demand for foreign 
consumption is not likely to be checked 
so long as the war continues. There 
has been no cry of actual shortage of 
zinc ore as our smelting plants have 
been working to full capacity to take 





advantage of the market, but the out- 
let has kept well abreast with the ma- 
terially increased output. 

The policy of manufacturers of zinc 
oxide in covering their regular trade 
wants at prices in such marked dis- 
paragement to the lately ruling range 
of spelter quotations has been adopted 
to conserve the consumption of this 
pigment, which has been established 


on a basis of thirty years’ develop- 
ment. If this product were to reflect 
a fair measure of the spelter appre- 


is believed its relative value 

enhanced ten cents per 
pound; the proportion of zine oxide in 
white paints varies according to loca- 
tion and particular requirement, but 
the average is estimated at about one- 
third, and at an advance of ten cents, 
the increased cost of the paint would 
be at least fifty cents per gallon, which 
would naturally result in a general 
substitution of other white pigments. 
There is no field for foreign zine oxide 
in this country under present condi- 
tions. Formerly a small amount of the 
French product was marketed here on 
the nominal advantage of the French 
process, treating the metallic zinc, as 
distinguished from the _ prevailing 
method in this country of treating the 
ore, but the French process has for 
some time been employed successfully 
here, and while there may be no dis- 
tinguishing inherent virtue in the prod- 
uct of this process, it usually brings 
a premium of one cent over the deriva- 
tive by the American method. 

Manufacturers of lithopone are be- 
lieved to be in a much less favorable 
position for their requirements of 
spelter than any other producers of 
commodities in the paint line in which 
zine is indispensable. The great pro- 
portion of this year’s contracts for 
lithopone has been placed at three and 
three-quarters to four cents per pound, 
and there has been comparatively lit- 
tle occasion for new business of late. 
Some of the recent sales have been at 
four and one-quarter cents. Manufac- 
turers who are unprotected on spelter 
contracts on which this price for litho- 
pone might be justified are said to be 
bending every effort to buy spelter to 
the best advantage; the restriction 
placed on the sales of zinc oxide checks 
any opportunity to apply this product 
for lithopone relief.

Zine dust prices have been in fairly 
consistent movement with the spelter 
market, holders maintaining sixteen to 
seventeen cents per pound. As a rule 
the market for zinc dust is three-quar- 
ters to one cent over the spelter basis. 
Stocks of zinc dust are reported low, 
but the sharp advance in prices has 
checked consumption. 

This country, Germany and Belgium 
are the principal sources of spelter sup- 
ply, but with the practical elimination 
of Germany and Belgium from the field 
we hold the key to the world’s require- 
ments. Foreign governments have 
been buying here on an extensive scale 
and the question of prices has been of 
negligible significance. The official 
record of the country’s exports of zinc 
pigs, bars, plates and sheets, which 
might be included under the term of 
spelter, for the nine months ending 
March shows a total of 204,794,989 
pounds, valued at $13,716,460, while for 
the corresponding period of last year 
are noted 3,123,269 pounds ($194,738). 
Our normal output of spelter is about 
350,000 tons a year, or slightly more 
than thirty per cent. of the world’s 
production. Germany and Belgium fur- 
nish 320,000 and 220,000 tons, respect- 
ively. Domestic producers are re- 
ported to have been offered unusually 
attractive terms for delivery over the 
second half of the year, and many im- 
portant contracts have been booked. 
Offers have been made on a more lib- 
eral scale for delivery over the first 
quarter of next year at relatively high 
prices, but the larger buyers have, as 

rule, balked at these long odds.

William A. Tennant on British Chem 
ical Industry. 


William A 


Tennant, of London, head 
of the heavy chemical house of C. Ten- 
nant, Sons & Co., of that city, Birming- 
ham and Cardiff, is making a brief visit 
to the New York offices of that concern 
Mr. Tennant, who has been closely asso- 
ciated with the chemical, drug and fer- 
tilizer industries of Great Britain and 


Continental Europe for many years and 
therefore 7 


2 f« intimately acquainted with 
conditions abroad both before aid since 
the beginning of the European war, is 


well qualified to speak with authority on 
such changes as have been brought about 
in these markets. Mr. Tennant, however 
sounds a reassuring note in his descrip- 
tion of conditions in the chemical and 
drug trade of Great Britain. 

“Aside from the growing scarcity of 
skilled workmen in the manufacturing 
centers and an increasing cost of many 
raw materials there is little in the 
chemical industry of England to show 
that a great war is in progress,’’ said Mr. 
rennant to a representative of the Oil 
Paint and Drug Reporter. “The plants 
and factories engaged in the manufacture 
of the ingredients of high explosives and 


other munitions of war are being oper- 
ated to capacity and it is only in the 
plants making chemicals not’ so em- 
ployed that any diminution of activity is 
to be noted in the British chemical in- 
dustry. Some enterprises engaged in 
making the ordinary run of chemicals as 
well as materials for explosives present

however, there is more activity in the 
chemical trade now than under normal 
conditions. In several instances, the 


workmen in the plants making munitions

ernment are pledged not to enlist under 
the colors, but, generally speaking, the 
skilled as well as the unskilled workmen 
are desirous of enlisting and it is be- 
coming very difficult to restrain them 
from doing so. 

“Because of this growing scarcity of 


men available for work in the coal mines 
and factories, the cost of anthracite and 
bituminous coal has advanced sharply 
and is still mounting in England, while 


ose cans of all articles manufactured with 
coa 


al as fuel is likewise moving upward 
briskly, in consequence of this shortage 
in both men and coal. 

_‘In the big cities of England,” con- 
tinued Mr. Tennant, “evidenees of war 
times are not very apparent, as the 


Streets are still filled with people and the 
shops and places of amusement are being 
run about as hitherto. A closer inspec- 
tion of the people themselves, however 
reveals the fact that the great majority 
consists of women, children and men be- 
yond the age of enlistment. All the 
young men of the right sort have enlist- 
ed and are at the front fighting for their 
country and there are, therefore, very 
few young men visible in the leading cen- 
ters or in the agricultural communities 
of England. It rather astonishes one, 
right from England, upon arriving in New 
York city, to see so many young men in 
the streets in all parts of the town when 
so few young men are to be seen in Lon- 
don. It is difficult to realize that the 
young men in New York, who, like their 
British cousins, are speaking English, 
are not also British subjects. 

“On the subject of the chemical indus- 
try in Great Britain, there is little cause 
for uneasiness, as the trade, on the 
whole, is still very active and, with the 
ending of the war, it will resume all the 
operations which are now curtailed by a 
lack of men and the resultant high cost 
of raw materials.” ;

Higher prices went into effect dur- 


ing the week for pig lead and this re- 
acted on the lead pigments and dry 
white lead, red lead and litharge were 
held at higher levels. The market for 
the various pigments has come in for 
considerable attention of late. In the 
case of the lead pigments the advance 
in pig lead prices was responsible. Zinc 
oxide is affected to a still greater de- 
gree by the sharp advance in the spel- 
ter market and the latter also reflect, 
upon values for lithopone. In other 
words war orders for metals is having 
a decided effect upon the local paint 
market and is causing sellers to ask 
for higher prices for their products. A 
detailed account of the findings of the 
committee which has had under con- 
sideration the curtailing of the use of 
white lead in paints in England will be 
found on another page of this issue. 
Linseed oil is holding fairly steady, but 
an easier tone was evident at times this 
week and consumers are reported to be 


buying in a small way. Some of the 
other paint making oils are said to be 
meeting with a good inquiry. Dry col- 


ors are about as last reported and cer- 
tain selections are holding the high iev- 
els which have characterized the mar- 
ket recently. Spirits of turpentine went 


up in price due to influences in the 
primary markets. Chalk is firm in 
price with no abatement in the rates 
quoted for charters of vessels with 
which to bring the material to this 
country. Window glass is quiet with 


production now on a reduced scale. Me- 
tallic paints are in fair demand for 
prompt shipment with prices quoted at 
unchanged levels. A review of the lin- 
seed oil and naval stores markets will 
be found on pages 21 and 23, respec- 
tively. On page 12 there is a complete 
report on the flaxseed situation. A re- 
port on alcohol will be found under the 
drug market. Comment on the impor- 
tant items in the paint trade follows: 


LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—The feature of this mar- 
ket was the announcement of three 
separate advances of ten points each 
in the quoted prices. Demand for lead 
was increased when the first advance 
went into effect and the strong appear- 
ance of the market increased buying 
orders later on with the result that 
prices again responded. Present quo- 
tations are 4.50c. per pound at New 
York and 4.40@4.45c. per pound at St. 
Louis. 

WHITE LEAD 
ATE)—Successive advances in the 
market for pig lead this week gave 
a strong tone to all the lead pigments. 
In the case of dry white lead this was

followed by a higher schedule of 
prices, and on large lots the quota- 
tion is now 5%c. per pound. Smaller 
amounts are held at the usual pre- 
miums. White lead in oil is still 
quoted at the old level of 6%c. per 
pound for round lots, with a graded 
scale of prices for~smaller lots.

mand for white lead has been good, and 
this includes both contract business 
and the jobbing trade. 3ids opened

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE)—A firmer market likewise

This was due 
to the higher producing costs induced 
by advanced prices for the metal. 
Present quotations for basic sulphate 
are 5@5%c. per pound for round lots. 
The inside figure is by no means gen- 


eral, and some sellers say 5%4c. is 
their inside price. On smaller lots 
prices range up to 5%c. per pound. 
Withdrawals against contracts have 
been seasonable this year to date, and 
recently theré has been a good job- 


bing trade. 

RED LEAD.—Bids were opened this 
wek by the purchasing department of 
the Canal Commission and called for 
200,000 pounds of red lead. The low 
bid was On a basis of 5.6c. per pound 
in steel kegs, and 5.99c. per pound in 
wooden kegs. In the local market the 
feature of the week was an announce- 
ment to the effect that prices had been 
advanced owing to the stronger posi- 


tion of the metal. Present quotations 
are on a basis of 6@6%c. per pound. 
The market shows some variation in 


price, according to seller, and quanti- 


ty also is a factor, as the inside fig- 
ures apply only to large amounts. 
LITHARGE.—In common with most 


other lead pigments, the market price 
for litharge was marked up late inthe 
week and sellers are now asking 5'%c.

Zine ore is $70@76 per ton. 
ZINCS.—The market for zine oxide 
is in an unfavorable position owing to 
the strong position of zine ore and 
spelter. At the present prices for spel- 
ter it would be impossible to turn out 
French process zines at anything like 
normal prices. American process zincs 
also are affected because zine ore is 
selling at high prices. The market for 


zines is rather difficult to establish 
as far as prices are concerned. Con- 
sumers of American zincs are being 


taken care of as far as possible at the 
former schedule of prices, and leading 


producers are doing all they can to 
prevent the situation from reacting 
upon regular buyers of zincs. As a re- 


sult quotations for zines can hardly be 
called free and private agreements gov- 
ern the market. Bids were opened this 
week by the Canal Commission calling 
for delivery of 250,000 pounds of white 
zine in oil, and the low bid was on a 
basis of 6.87¢c. per pound. 


DRY COLORS, 
BLACKS. 
Prices for the various grades of 
blacks are reported as steady, and, 


while competition is keen in some se- 
lections, there has been no open change 
in the quoted prices. Demand for most 
offerings of the market is good and 
about seasonable. Several trades are 
taking supplies of lampblack, and the 
same holds true of carbon gas. Scat- 
tered buying takes normal amounts of 
the other grades into consuming chan- 
nels.

BLUES. 

Some makers of Prussian blue say 
that they are making up supplies ac- 
cording as they receive orders and are 
influenced in quoting prices by the 
costs of raw materials and, therefore, 
are not making any free quotations. 
Manufacturing costs vary according to 
the position of the materials required, 
and the finished products show a cor- 
responding variation. The value of 
Prussian blue, based on present costs 
of manufacture, are placed at close to 
s80c. per pound, and sellers say 75c. per 
pound and upwards represents the 
price. Similar conditions are found in 
the case of the other cyanide blues, and 
buyers are quoted a price on fixed 
quantities, and most of the business 
passing is done at private terms. UI- 
tramarine blues are firm, but show a 
wide range of prices, according to 
grade, with sellers quoting 4@l1l4c. per 
pound. Some imported grades are still 
quoted up to 22c. per pound, but they 
are used for special purposes. 

BROWNS. 

There is strong tone to the market 
for Italian sienna and umber, with no 
material changes in price as yet. Si- 
enna is quoted at 5@7c. per pound. 
Domestic sienna is offered at 24@3c. 
per pound, and there is routine deliv- 
ery on old orders. Umber is quoted 
at 2@2\%c. per pound. Jobbing trade 
has shown some improvement with the 
increase in Outdoor operations, but is 
not described as active.

Most of the business being done is for 
prompt delivery and there is not much 
interest taken in futures. 


TALC.—Demand for tale depends 
upon grade as some grades are reported 
to be slow while a good demand exists 
for other grades.

WHITING—Conditions in the market 
for whiting do not change to any-«ex- 


tent and are closely identified with those 
reported in the chalk market. Grinders 
are taking all the raw material as fast 
as it comes to hand and some of them 
are reported to be working on small 
stocks. The rather high prices quoted 
for chalk also tend to give a firm tone 
to the quotations for whiting. Normal 
demand exists for whiting with good 
call for delivery against old contracts. 


GLUES. 


Imports of glue are holding to a 
rather high total considering conditions 
which prevail in foreign producing 
countries and also allowing for the high 
ocean freights. A good outlet is report- 
ed for these foreign glues and stocks 
are not accumulating in the local mar- 
ket. Domestic grades of glue are moving 
quietly with some improvement since 
the first of the year. The market is 
without feature and prices vary accord- 
ing to grade, with some difference ac- 
cording to seller. A price schedule for 
glues will be found on page 39 of our 
wholesale prices current. 

VARNISH GUMS. 


Moderate amounts of gums were re- 
ceived at this market during the week 
and there is said to be a good demand 
for these offerings which are largely 
due to fill out existing orders. New 
business in gums is not active, but 
scattered buying is reported for most 
grades with manila nubs and chips re- 
ceiving some attention. Copal gums of 
most grades are prompting moderate 
buying. Ocean freights are holding at 
high levels and are adding to the usual 
costs for importing supplies. Damar 
gum is rather limited and this applies 
both to Singapore and Satavia. A 
price list for gums will be found on 
page 39 of our wholesale prices current. 


WINDOW GLASS. 


The end of the fire has been reached 
for the hand operated plants and there 


is considerable speculation regarding 
the time they will remain idle, but it 
seems safe to say that they will not 


resume operations for five months and 


the reduced output during that period 
will probably become a market factor 
before the new fire starts and fresh 
supplies are ready to be marketed. At 
present, however, there has been no 
change in the situation and prices for 


glass are not being well maintained, as 


some sellers are ctuting prices in order 
to move stocks. There has been no 
change in the quoted prices or dis- 
counts.

OTHER VEGETABLE OILS. 


CHINA WOOD OIL.—Some of the 
leading importers of wood oil are said 


to be doing a much better business 
this year than they did last year. 
Other sellers say the market is dull 


and it is evident that the trade is not 


well distributed. Market prices are 
firm with 7c. per pound quoted for 
spot and shipment. Some importers 
are said to have difficulty in obtain- 
ing supplies in the primary market. 
Shipments from Hankow in April 


were reported to have reached a total 
of 23,700 barrels, of which 15,700 bar- 
rels were owned by a single importer. 
Freight rates are very high and add 
considerably to the price of oil de- 
livered at New York. In addition to 
this a cable from Hankow this week 
announced an advance in the price 
of oil at that point. The fact that 
wood oil is selling considerably below 


linseed oil in price has made it at- 
tractive to many consumers who or- 


dinarily take linseed oil. 
COCOANUT OIL.—A sharp break in 
the price of palm kernel oil served to 
induce further sales of Ceylon cocoa- 
nut oil by speculative interests and 
the market closed easy and lower. 
Palm kernel oil showed a net loss of 
%c, per pound, with actual sales re- 
ported in New York at 8%c. London 
cables received late in the week of- 
fered Ceylon cocoanut oil for June- 
August shipment at £40 10s. per ton, 
ce. i. f., New York, which compares 
with £41 a week ago. In spite of the 
weakness in oil the market for copra 
in the East remained steady at vir- 
tually unchanged prices. While ask- 
ing prices for Ceylon oil for shipment 
ranged from 9%c. to 9%4c. per pound, 
speculative sales were reported as low 
as 9c. per pound. Spot prices were 
nominally unchanged at 9%c., with 
oil afloat offered at 9%4c. Manila 
cocoanut oil was quiet at 9%c., June- 
July shipment. Prime Cochin oil on 
the spot was 10%@llc. per pound, the 
high figure being for hogsheads. 
Cochin oil afloat closed at 10%c., with 
distant futures available at 10@10%c. 
Offerings of prime Cochin oil in small 


packages, like hogsheads, were light. 
The demand for cocoanut oils, taken 
as a whole, was fair at the lower 
prices. 

CORN OIL.—The market’ under- 


went quite a change within the past 


week. The recent strength was due 
to the active export demand for re- 
fined corn oil. The demand was 
chiefly from Austria and Germany 


and the shipments were made by way 


of Italy. Since Italy has entered into 
the war the export trade has suffered 
materially and the output of refined 
oil has been curtailed, allowing larger 
stocks of crude. A week ago $6.50 per 


10) pounds was considered an inside 
figure on car-lot business. On Tues- 
day leading interests lowered their 
quotations to the car-lot basis of 


$6.26 per 100 pounds, and quite a good 
volume cf business went through at 
this figure, which was maintained up 
to the close.

OLIVE OIL.—A firm undertone was 
reported for both denatured oil and 
prime green foots, but actual price 
changes were narrow.

Prime red 
palm oil on the spot closed at 7% @8c., 
with futures available at 6%@6¢c. per 
pound. Niger oil for shipment was of- 
fered at 64c. per pound. Palm oil was 
offered freely to the American trade 
by both English and African shippers. 

PALM KERNEL OIL.—The market 
broke sharply in England under heavy 
offerings. The active foreign demand 
noted in the previous issue failed to 
strengthen the market. Production has 
increased to the point where the mills 


are eager for export business. Sales

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—A dis- 
tinctly firmer tendency has character- 
ized the local market during the period 
under review. Demand has been 
broader and consumers have shown 
more interest owing to the rapid ad- 
vance of quotations.

Cottonseed Cake and Naval Stores Rate 
Settlements. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, May 28, 1915. 
In a report by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission upon a case brought by the 
Southport Mill Company of New Orleans, 


in which the complaining company as- 
serted that rates charged by carriers on 
ninety-three carloads of cottonseed cake 
to Texas cities and other points outside 
of Louisiana, aggregating an average of 
281%4 cents a hundred pounds, was unrea- 
sonable to the extent that the rates 


charged exceeded 18% cents, the commis- 
sion holds that the rate should have been 


22 cents a hundred, and awards repara- 
tion to the complaining company of the 
difference between this rate and the rate 
charged. 


The application of the Mobile and Ohio 
road to make a rate on naval stores of 22 
cents a hundred from stations on the line 
of that road to Ohio and Mississippi 
River crossings, without considering the 
long and short haul clause of the fourth 
section of the Interstate Commerce law, 
is granted by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, with the usual proviso that 
the rate so established is subject to com- 
plaint and investigation and subsequent 
findings.

There is some specula- 
tion as to whether all this seed will be 
shipped, but this no doubt will depend 
upon the outcome of the crop on the 
American continent. Cables from abroad 
have been lower in the past few days 
and seeding conditions are reported 
more favorably. The stability of this 
market will depend largely upon a ma- 
terial reduction in the American crop, for 
European buyirg alone would hardly 
sustain values. Shipments for the week 
were 375,000 bushels to the United States, 
225,00) bushels to the United Kingdom, 
and 75,000 bushels to the Continent. 
This makes a total of 675,000 bushels, 
against 331,000 bushels a year ago. Total 
shipments since January 1 amount to 
20,587,000 bushels, against 24,276,000 
bushels last year.

Washington, May 28, 1915. 


Two hearings that are regarded as 
promising to develop much valuable in- 


formation with reference to the export 
trade of the country and the conditions 
surrounding the conduct of that trade, 
are to be held by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission next week in Boston and in New 
York city On Tuesday and Wednesday 
of the week the first of these hearings 
will be held at Boston and on Thursday, 


Friday and Saturday, the hearings will be 








held in New York city. The principal 
object of these hearings is to obtain tes- 
timony from leading firms and members 
engaged in export business as to the 
methods employed in the trade and also 
to bring out for the information of the 
Federal Trade Commission questions in- 
tended to determine what may properly 
be done in the way of combinations for 
promoting the international trade of the 
country Which would not at the same 
time be contrary to the best interests of 
that trade and the interests of all busi- 
ness associated therewith 


li paragraph “h"” of section 6 of the 








act creating the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion it was provided among other things 
which the commission shall do, the fol- 
lowing :— 

To investigate from time to time trade con- 
ditions in and with foreign countries where 
associations combinations or practices ot

OIL PAINT AND 


Petroleum Market and Reviews 


Saturday Noon, May 29, 1915. 


There has been little of noteworthy 
interest in the general developments of 
the week. Prices for crude at the well 
have been on varied bases throughout 
and there seems to be an increase in con- 
fidence in the stability of the market. 
The only notable event in the foreign 
situation has been the announcement 
that the Netherlands Overseas Trust 
had restricted further importations of 
lubricating oil. This amounts subs.an- 
tially to a government embargo, as the 
trust has been recognized as a govern- 
ment organization formed for the pur- 
pose of regulating importations of sup- 
plies capable of war service and to pre- 
vent their reshipment to any of the bel- 
ligerents. Great Britain is genera'ly 
credited with the accomplishment of 
this coup. 

The week’s operations in the Eastern 
fields have been much more creditable. 
One hundred and twenty-nine comple- 
tions, 1,945 barrels of new daily produc- 
tion, and 58 dry holes, comparing with 
85 completions, 1,362 barrels of new 


daily production, and 37 dry holes for 
the former’ week. West Virginia, 
Southeastern Ohio, Northwestern Ohio 


and Illinois contributed to the increase 
of completions for the week in review, 
but gains in new productions were lim- 
ited to Northwestern Ohio and Illinois. 
by far the distinguishing completion of 
the week has been the well drilled in 
the old Butler county, Pennsylvania, 
field, that was credited with starting at 
the rate of 20 barrels an hour, with a 
total of 500 barrels the first 24 hours. 

This strike was reported showing for 
a good producer at the first pay sand, 
but when it did not respond to shoot- 
ing, it was drilled four feet deeper with 
the result of developing into a gusher. 
The well is located on a church lot at 
Evans City, and has naturally been the 
means of starting a town lot boom. 
Within a few days six test wells had 
been started, but no results of particu- 
lar interest had been reported. The ini- 
tial well was said to be holding up at 
150 barrels a day. Despite the increase 
in completions in West Virginia the 
new production has shown a heavy loss. 
The best strike of the week was a 40- 
barrel well in Kanawha county. Shoot- 
ing the old wells in the Blue Creek and 


Weir sand pools of the county has re- 
sulted in sharp increases in their ca- 
pacities, but the forced production is 
generally of short duration. One well 
which was yielding but three barrels 
was good for 200 barrels the first 24 
hours after it had been shot and the 
same process increased another well’s 
capacity from 12 to 160 barrels. The 
wildcat test in Jackson county, West 


Virginia, came in a duster from the 
Berea grift. The week’s operations in 
the Lima fields of Northwestern Ohio 
and Indiana are of significance only in 
the Ohio end, where an increase in com- 
pletions brought a more than propor- 
tionate gain in new production. A fa- 
vorable feature of the result was the 
fact that of the ten completions nine

GULF COAST OIL FIELDS. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Houston, Tex., May 22, 1915. 


Interest is subsiding in the new Thrall dis- 
trict, in Central Texas, the belief being quite 
general that the producing limits of the field 
have been defined in all directions. There is a 
bare chance of a spur extending to the west 
from the Diebel farm. Included in the pro- 
ducing area is now approximately 1,200 acres, 
with about forty producing wells and as many 
dry holes immediately surrounding the produc 
ing area. The daily production is close around 
7,000 barrels—not quite as much as it was a 
month ago with one-half as many wells. 
Nearly one-half of the wells have quit flow- 
ing, and it will only be a question of a short 
time until the whole district will have settled 
down to a pumping proposition. With about 
100 wells drilling within a radius of twenty- 
five miles from Thrall it is thought that it 
will be only a question of a few days until 
one or more similar pools is discovered. Ge- 
ologists say the territory is similar to that of 








Corsicana, where a number of small pools 
have been producing for the last twenty years. 
All hope of an extension of the field to the 
north wag killed early in the week when the 
three tests drilling on the Sheldon townsite 
addition and a test just south of the railroad 
in the eastern edge of Thrall came in dry. 
Two tests drilling north of the railroad also 
were dusters, 

In wildcat work outside of the Thrall dis- 
trict there was nothing of interest during the 
week. At Corpus Christi several of the tests 
are drilling below 2,000 feet, and something 
of an interesting nature should develop in the 
next ten days. At West Columbia, in Brazoria 
county, the Producers’ Oil Company has not 
been able to do any work on account of the 
high water. The Farmers’ Petroleum Com- 
pany is also shut down for the same reason 
at Big Hill, in Matagorda county. There are 
a number of tests drilling in Liberty county, 
but none has been completed. The J. M. Guf- 
fey Petroleum Company has taken over the 
leases of Harry Mansfield on Davis Hill, in 
Liberty county, and will put down at least 
two tests. 

In the old Gulf Coast districts there has 
been little of interest during the week. At 
Edgerly the Bright Light Oil Company plugged 
thirty-five feet off the bottom of No. 1 Read 
two-acre strip, and the well is now making 
180 barrels. This is one of the most active 
pools in the Gulf Coast division. There are 


six new derricks going up at Edgerly and nine 
wells drilling. At Jennings the Crowley Oil 
and Mineral Company set four joints of three- 
inch strainer in No. 7 Fee, and it started at 
18 barrels. F. I. Getty put No. 3 to pump- 
ing and it started at seventy barrels. There 
were no completions at Vinton. 

At Humble the Producers’ Oil Company got 
a 200-barrel well on the Burt 100-acre lease 
and a 1,200-barrel well on the C. O. & G. lease. 
John O'Neil, drilling for an extension of the 
deep pay on the west side, had a good show 
ing for a well, but drilled too deep and got a 


dose of salt water. At Saratoga the J. M. 
Guffey Petroleum Company completed No. 27 
Hopkins May 18, and it started pumping 


at the rate of seventy-five barrels a day, while 
the Sun Company’s No. 110 Brittain, com- 


pleted May 22, pumped only forty barrels. 
At Sour Lake there were four completions, 
three small wells and one dry hole. The Lake 
Graham Oil Company set strainer in No, 3 
and it pumped fifty barrels when it went to 
salt water, and will probably be drilled deep- 
er. H. T. Staiti and associates put No. 2 
Merchant on the jack and it is pumping 200 











barrels. The Fallour Oil Company’s No. 1 
Merchant is good for only twenty barrels. 
There are only thirty-five tests under way at 
Sour Lake now where there were over fifty 
three months ago. In the old Spindletop pool 
the J. M. Guffey Petroleum Company is drill- 
ing at 4,600 feet in its No. 179 Gladys, west 
of the railway tracks. This is the deepest hole 
ever drilled in Texas. 

There were no changes in credit balances 
during the week. Contract prices remain firm 
around S0c., 60c. and 65c. a barrel, with the 
producers still holding out for higher prices. 
In North Central Texas, in the new Thrall 
district, crude prices were advanced during 
the week 10c. a barrel from 35c. to 45c. The 
oil is piped from the field to Thrall, a distance 
of two miles, and then loaded on tank cars. 
It tests 41 at the wells and 38 at the refin 
ing terminals. It is said to be the richest in 
parafiine and the freest from sulphur of any 
oil in the Southwest. 

The Supreme Court of Texas has affirmed 
the decisions of the lower courts’ in the case 
of the State against W. H. Daugherty, tax 
collector from Wichita county, upholding the 
right of the State to tax oil and gas leases 
and affects all companies owning leases in 
Texas.

EASTERN PETROLEUM REVIEW. 


(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 





Pittsburgh, Pa., May 28, 1915. 

A review of the } i-grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mis ppi- River, comprising 
Southern New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, Southeastern, Central and 
Northwestern Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, for 
the week shows a gain in the number of fin- 
ished wells, as well as increase in the output 
of crude. The number of gas wells and dry 
holes was also increased. In relation to the 
general conditions prevailing in the high-grade 
fields there is a decided improvement in the 
face of the fact that there is nothing tangible 
in sight to give rise to the belief of better 
feeling that prevails among oil men generally. 
In the final analysis there is nothing to base 
the present optimism upon, as can be geen 
from a wide glance over the vast area of pe- 
troleum producing country. The story is cir- 
culated that the Cushing gusher field is on the 
wane, but the fact that another very prolific 
sand has been discovered below the TBartles- 
ville sand, that has caused all the heavy over- 
production, leaves room for doubt. Oil men 
are making no effort to push _ operations 
throughout the high-grade fields, and the hunt 
for wildcat territory has about been aban- 
doned for the time being outside of the large 


gas concerns that are hunting new gasproduc- 





ing fields. There will hardly be a resump- 
tion of work until prices for crude oil at the 
wells are more attractive, 

Operations since the last review were not of 
the kind that calls for extended mention. 
Some of the isolated pools are showing a slight 
revival, while others are falling off in work, 
so that but little change is noticeable as a 
whole. There is still a vast area of unde- 
veloped territory in some of the high-grade 
fields, especially in Southern Indiana, Ken- 
tucky and West Virginia, but in the Lima 
field of Northwestern Ohio it looks as though 


to get oil that the old abandonded territory of 
a few years ago will have to be resorted to. 
Illinois shows nothing new since the Plymouth 
McDonough 


e 





field, in county, was opened, and 
that field has gone backward rapidly, the wells 
not holding up very well in their production 
Notwithstanding the favorable weather condi- 
tions, the inlications are that June will be a 
rather slack month for work in all fields.

All these restrictions of the production be- 
coming necessary for the continual reduction 
of the disposable storage space were made 
up by the new production due to the new 
eruptions of the well No. 6 of the Steaua 
Romana at Moreni, which started with an 
output of 1,000 to 1,200 tons a day, and is 
still spouting about S800 tons a day; by the 
continued eruptions of the Aquila Franco- 
Romano’s No 101 at Bana-Ograda, giving 350 
tons a day, and the Romano-Americana’s No. 
58 at Moreni with 400 tons a day, and by 
the Ostra-Romana’s No. 16 at Baicoi, which 
flows at the rate of about 200 tons, not 


mentioning other old eruptive wells at Baicoi, 
Moreni, etc. 

There were no developments of importauce 
in the Baicgi fieid during the interval. There 
was, however, one new completion, the Astra- 
Romana’s well No. 16 at Ferliatori, which 
came in flowing at the rate of about 200 
tons a day. The Romano-Americana’s well 
No. 11 started making eruptions with an out- 
put of about 200 tons a day. The total 
production of the Baicoi field is about 800 
tons a day. The Steaua Romana’s well No, 
26 has reached the oil strata in this field. 





The Steaua Romana’s well No. 243 at Runcu, 
which struck the oil some time ago, continues 
to spout 50 tors of oil a day. The same 
company’s Nos. 232, 244, 246, 247 and 248 





are credited with 85> tons a day. Their well 
No. 261 has reached the oil strata at a depth 
of 487 metres; preparations for bailing are 
being made.

allowed a 5 per cent. discount over the 
rates of tariff provided in the law, con- 
Stitutes the most severe blow that the 
Treasury Department has received in the 


Inatter of prospective losses in revenues 


Since the decline in importations due to 
the war in Europe 

This decision of the 5 per cent. case 
was not unexpected by the officials of 


the Treasury and Department of Justice. 


The fact that the United States Board 
of Generai Appraisers decided in favor 
of the importers, and against the gov- 
ernment, when the case was tried before 
the board soon after the Underwood law 
became effective, caused the Wilson ad- 
ministration to move for supplemental 
legislation in Congress, which was ob- 
tained, authorizing an appeal from the 
United States Court of Customs Appeals 
to the Supreme Court of the United 
States of a case, involving as does this 


5 per cent, case in some of its aspects at 


least treaty relations between this gov- 
ernment and foreign governments, the 
decision of the Court of Customs Ap- 
peals would have been final. 

It is a noteworthy fact that the Court 
of Customs Appeals in this decision holds 
the law to be different in its effect from 
what was claimed for the measure, even 


by some of its supporters, while the prop- 


asition was pending in Congress. The 
court holds that merchandise imported in 
vessels of American registry is entitled 
to the 5 per cent. discount, and in this 
feature of the case the court follows the 
decision of the Board of General Ap- 
praisers. With respect to merchandise 





imported in vessels of nations having 


treaties with the United States which 
guarantee equality of treatment in cus- 
toms matters, the court holds that all 


such commodities shipped in vessels of 
the treaty nations are likewise entitled to 





the 5 per cent. discount. The effect of 
this branch of the decision, of course, is 
particularly to nuilify the aims and pur- 
poses of the makers of the law who de 
signed the & per cent. discount to be a

rochelle salts and seidlitz mixture, a 
strong undertone and an upward ten- 
dency have recently been developed in 
the Messina essences, Verona and Flor- 


and edible olive oil, as 
well as in numerous commodities 
which, while not produced in Italy, are 
usually shipped through Trieste or via 
Italian ports. In fact, Trieste cuttle- 
fish bone has already been marked up 
sharply and has carried with it the 
asking figures for the French bone ana 
for the jewelers’ sizes. Hungarian 
chamomile flowers, generally shipped 
from Trieste, have likewise been influ- 
enced strongly in an upward direction 
by Italy’s latest activities.

erine has also participated in sym- 
pathy.

come ever more difficult than hitherto 
to obtain any more of the meager sup- 
plies now interned in Italy. Balsam 
Peru has also been among the goods 
to rise of late as supplies have become 


depleted. (¢ has manifested an 
upward trend in Japan, as a result of 
the Japanese Government’s action in 
curtaialing to the extent of 40 per cent. 
the allotment of crude gum to the re- 
finers of that country for the year be- 
ginning April 1, but there has been no 
further advance in prices named by the 
importers for the Japanese refined 
goods or by the domestic manufactur- 
ers of refined gum.

The entrance of Italy into the Eu- 
ropean conflict has caused consider- 
able anxiety among sellers of tartaric 
acid and cream of tartar, and both 
markets have advanced sharply, with 
dealers showing little inclination to of- 
fer freely. Local supplies of oxalic 
acid have been further reduced and 


the market has registered higher prices 
for spot offerings. Acetic acid has 
displayed a very firm tendency in sym- 
pathy with the strong market for ace- 
tate of lime. The production of nitric 
acid has been heavily sold ahead, and 
additional offerings on spot are scarce, 
with dealers asking premiums for im- 
mediate delivery. Acetate of lime has 
developed a very strong position under 
a continued active demand, and it is 
stated that output is well sold ahead. 
Spot offerings of chlorate of potash are 
a shade easier on account of a slight 
relaxation in the consuming inquiry. 
Carbonate of potash is a little easier 
on account of an absence of buying in- 
terest. Caustic potash is scarce and 
steady at former quotaions. Caustic 
soda is moving freely on contracts and 
the market retains a very firm posi- 
tion. Copper sulphate is holding 
steady at the recently established ad- 
vance. Carbonate of zinc has advanced 
1%44c. per pound to 9c. White arsenic is 
easier on spot, with demand quiet. A 
slightly easier feeling is noted in the 
market for ammonia alum. Below is 
a detailed market report of the prin- 
cipal items of chemical interest, also 
a summary of the London, Liverpool 
and Holland chemical markets. 
HEAVY CHEMICALS. 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Lead- 
ing makers report a quiet demand for 
additional quantities, but assert that a 
fair movement continues in progress 
on outstanding contracts. There is no 
suggestion of a change in prices. Deal- 
ers quote car lots at ic. for bulk and 
1.10c. for kegs, f. o. b. works. A pre- 
mium of 1-5c. is exacted on all deliv- 
eries in this section, less the usual dis- 
count terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Domestic 
producers are naming 1\4c. a pound 
for contracts f. o. b. works. Shipments 
egainst old contracts are going for- 
ward in fair volume and a moderate 
inquiry is noted for additional parcels 
for home and export. Spot lots are 
generally quoted at 140c, although 
1.37%c. a pound was named in some 
quarters. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Deliveries to the 
picric acid producers is reported ac- 
tive, and a heavy movement on export 
orders is noted. Large makers have 
sold their output well ahead, and the 
market retains a steady position at the 
recent advance. Dealers quote for do- 
mestic use at 1.85@1.95c. on the basis 
of 60 per cent. for 70@76 per cent. and 


60 per cent. at the usual 10c. per 100 
pounds advance f. o. b. works; less 
than car lots are quoted at 10c. per 


100 pounds, basis of 60 per cent. over 
car lot prices; powdered 76 per cent 
is held at 2%.@3%c., according to 
quantity and seller. Shipments of 
1,383 tons are noted for La Pallice, 
France, and 467,040 pounds for Havre, 
France. 

SAL SODA. There is no unusual 
feature to note in conditions surround- 
ing this market. Dealers are naming 
former prices and report a moderate 
volume of new sales for immediate and 
future wants. Contracts are held at 
.60c. and up in barrels f. 0. b. distribu- 
tion point, less the usual discount 
terms. On spot lots of concentrated 
sellers quote on the basis of 1c. and 
up, according to quantity, seller and 
terms of sale. 

SODA ASH.—The market is firmly 
sustained at lately prevailing quota- 
tions, and dealers are confident of an 
increased demand in the near future. 
Conditions in caustic soda are being 
closely watched, as it is believed that 
any further advance in that market 
will have a stimulating influence on 
the call for alkali. Single car lots of 
58 per cent. are held at 60c. Large 
contracts of light 58 per cent. are 
quoted at 57%c. per 100 pounds, basis 
of 48 per cent. in bags, 62%c. basis of 
48 per cent. in barrels, carload lots f. 
o. b. makers’ works. The 48 per cent. 
test is quoted at 67%4c. per 100 pounds 
in bags and 72%c. per 100 pounds in 


barrels, carload lots f. 0. b. makers’ 
works. Less than carload lots are 
quoted at 10c. per 100 pounds, basis 


of 48 per cent., over carload quotations. 
ACIDS. 

ACETIC.—Dealers report a distinct- 
ly firmer tone to this market, and it is 
asserted that higher prices will shortly 
be established on account of the 
strength and scarcity of crude ma- 
terial. It is doubtful if any round lots 
can be obtained at prevailing prices. 
Sellers quote 2@2%c. for 28 per cent., 
the: inside figure being for car lots. 


Glacial 99% per cent. is held at 8c. for 
round quantities in barrels, with small 
lots quoted up to 8c. 


MURIATIC. Deliveries against old 
contracts have been responsible for 
most of the week's movement. Moder- 
ute interest is noted in additional 
quantities both for home and export. 
Dealers quote on the basis of 1.15@ 
1.85e. for 18 degrees in carboys, spot 
delivery. The inside figure is for round 
lots. 


NITRIC Market conditions have not 
improved to any appreciable’ extent 
during the interval. The sold up condi- 
tion of the output has resulted in a 
pronounced scarcity of spot offerings 
and buyers are paying premiums for 
additional lots. Contracts to regular 
customers are held at 3%@4'éc. for 36 
degrees, as to quantity and seller; other 
grades are proportionately higher, ac- 
cording to strength. 

OXALIC.—<An appreciable reduction 
in local supplies has been firmly re- 
flected in the course of prices and the 
market has recorded a sharp advance 
for the week. At the close spot prices 
ranged from 20 to 25¢c. a pound, ac- 
cording to seller. 

SULPHURIC.—The 
schedule remains effective for the dif- 
ferent descriptions of this acid. De- 
mand is fair, but the general movement 
for domestic requirements is below 
normal. Local dealers quote contracts 
at 85e. for 60 degrees and $1 for 66 de- 
grees, prices representing acid in drum 
containers. Battery acid is held at 
1@14c. in carboys, and oleum 14@1%c. 
in drums and tank cars. England and 
France have shown interest in oleum of 
late. 

TARTARIC.—The entrance of Italy 
into the European conflict has caused 
confusion in selling quarters and the 
market has developed a distinctly firm- 
er trading. It is feared that the re- 
plenishment of crude supplies will be 
difficult and local dealers are not eager 
to make sales of the finished product. 
Tartaric acid crystals are held at 42c. 
a pound and powdered at 42%c. Cream 
of tartar is quoted at 32c. a pound for 
both powdered and crystals. 

MISCELLANEOUS CHEMICALS. 

ACETATE OF LIME.—The _ under- 
tone of this market is firmer, due to 
foreign demand, and very little ma- 
terial is offered. Large makers are 
said to have disposed of their output 
on contracts and are not eager to ac-

cept new business at the _ present 
time. An active demand from acetone 
makers is reported. Spot prices were 
nominal at the close, but sales were 
reported on the basis of $3 to $3.05 
per hundred pounds. 

ARSENIC.—This market remains in 


an inactive condition, with leading sell- 
ers asking 3%@4c. a pound for imme- 
diate shipments. Little interest is 
manifested by consumers and the cur- 
rent movement is confined chiefly to 
regular contract deliveries. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—Car lots are com- 
manding 7e. a pound on spot, and the 
market appears to be in a well sold up 
condition. Export inquiry is fair and 
there is a good call for deliveries to 
out-of-town domestic points. Small 
quantities have been sold at 74@7%c.
